Russia Reports Two Dogs Made 


280-Mile Rocket Ascent Safely 


Broadcast Reports Animals Were in Her- 
metically Sealed Cabin and Survived 
in Good Shape. 


LONDON, Aug. 29 (UPI)— 
Russia claimed today to have 
sent two dogs up to an altitude 
of about 260 miles in a rocket 
and brought them back safely. 

A Moscew radio broadcast 
said the experiment took place 
Aug. 27. It claimed the one- 
stage rocket landed “in a pre- 
cisely allocated sector.” 

The rocket was launched by 
Russia “in accordance with the 
IGY program,” the radio said. 
It said that appartus for the 
study of the upper layers of 
the atmosphere also was in- 
stalled in the rocket. 

The Russians shot a dog, 
Laika, into space into space 
in their Sputnik II last Nov. 3. 
Laika was estimated to have 
lived about a week. The satel- 
lite ended its trips around the 
earth on April 14. 

The Russians had previously 
reported recovering rocketed 
dogs in preparation for the 
dog-carrying Sputnik.

QUESADA SAYS US 
OA FGHT ANY WAR 


Tells Legion Nation Is 
Ready on Limited or 
Unlimited Basis. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 29 (UPI)— 
Gen. Elwood R. Quesada, pres- 
idential adviser on air power, 
assured an American Legion 
audience today that the United 
States has a “tremendous capa- 
bility” for successful military 
operations on either a limited 
or unlimited basis. 


Quesada, a retired Air Force 
general, was keynote speaker 
at the national security com- 
mission-committee meetings 
held in advance of the Legion's 
convention opening Sept. 2. 

He discussed the Defense 
Department Reorganiza- 
tion, limited war and foreign 
policy, saying that “my pur- 
pose is to maintain confidence 
in and respect for our ‘govern. 
ment’ as a whole and the lead- 
ership that it provides.” 

He assailed what he de- 
scribed as writing by journa)- 
ists and columnists which im- 
plied that the nation lacks the 
specialized kind of military 
power needed to fight small or 
limited wars, and said such 
writing “increases the proba- 
bility of war, because it is 
bound to have some effect on 
the thinking of some people 
behind the Iron Curtain. In 
addition, some of this writing 
has had a depressing effect on 
our own population.” 

“Some of our own people 
have actually taken seriously 
the allegation that, short of a 
massive nuclear capability, this 
nation was powerless to act in 
its own defense, or in defense 
of free world allies,” Quesada 
said. 

“I am happy to be able to 
tell you that our physical ca- 
pacity to fight local or limited 
engagements is the best in our 
peacetime history. The United 
States, today, has a tremendous 
capability to successfully en- 
gage in military operations— 
large or small—limited or un- 
limited.” 

Quesada denied that the 
“bulk or majority” of the na- 
tion’s defense resources had 
been spent on the Strategic Air 
Command and estimated that 
about 25 per cent of the de- 
fense budget had gone to this 
arm, while the rest went to 
other forms of land, sea and air 


wer. 

“I think,” said Quesada, 
“that the Soviet Union will be 
less likely to start or encour- 
age local actions if there is a 
clear assurance of eur success 
if we were to become involved.”

“It is amazing today that 
the average individual has 
little doubt we will soon be 
focketing people to the moon, 
but at the same time he lacks 
confidence in the ability of 
people to get along on an 
urban basis,” Poland said. 

William L. Weismantel, of 
the architectural and planning 
firm of Harland Bartholomew 
and Associates, reviewed the

Judge Hoffman 
made no immediate ruling on 
the delay request. He implied 
he would turn it down unless 
the United States Supreme 
Court permits a 22-year delay 


in the integration of Little |

Court, Hoffman said, “un- 
doubtedly would put a differ- 
ent» complexion on this case.” 
Talks of Postponement. 

J. J. Brewbaker, Norfolk 
school superintendent, told re- 
porters it was possible the 
school board might postpone 
the opening of schools here for 
a brief time if it should de- 
cide “such action would be ad- 
vantageous.” 

The action of the Norfolk 
board made the city the sec- 
ond in Virginia in which 
Negroes have been formally 
assigned to white schools. The 
other is Arlington, a Washing- 
ton suburb, where a federal 
judge has specified seven 
Negro pupils for enrollment in 
the term opening Spet. 4. 

Under Virginia law any 
school that is integrated is 
automatically closed. 

The Norfolk board reported 
to Judge Hoffman after three 
days spent in reconsidering the 
applications of 151 Negroes for 
transfer to white schools at the 
direction of the judge. The 
board earlier this month re- 


jected ail 151 applications un- u

Board Gives Reasons. 

The board said it took the

Cocke, after the board’s report 
was read in court by Chair- 
man Paul Schweitzer, told Hoff- 
man a motion would be filed 
asking the court to delay or 
defer enrollment of the 17 Ne- 
groes until September 1959. 

“Let it be filed,” said Judge 
Hoffman.

The School Board contend- 
ed present conditions in 
Little Rock make it impos- 
sible to operate Central High 
on an integrated basis this 
session. It presumed a na- 
tional policy on integration 
would be established in two 
and a half years and that 
tempers would have cooled 
by then. 

The principal clashes oc- 
curred between Chief Justice 
Warren and Butler. 


Rankin said: “We think 
this court has made it 
plain that there cannot be any 
more of this talk about what 
the law is. Is it what the Gov- 
ernor says today or a Senator 
says tomorrow? The law is es- 
tablished, This country cannot 
exist without a recognition of 
the Supreme Court of the 
United States, when it speaks 
on a legal matter, it is the 
law.” 

Rankin’s Argument. 


Rankin argued that since the 
law is established there must 
be a start and a good faith con- 
tinuation of the integration 
process. 

“And above all,” he said, “no | 
court of law in this land, state | 
or federal, can recognize that | 
you can ever bow to force and | | 
violence in setting aside, vacat- | 
ing or modifying a decree of 
the court.” 

“The moment you do that you | 
give up law and order. This | 
country cannot afford any such 
price. No one can. We have 
paid too great a price, not only | 
as Americans but the human | 
race, to come this far along 
the road to a rule of law when 
someone, even a small group 
as in this case, only 25 in the | 
school, used force and violence | 
to scare out the enforcement 
of a court order.” 


Butler put before the court 
President Eisenhower's press 
conference statement of 
Wednesday’ indicating Mr. 
Eisenhower thought the inte- 
gration pace should be slower. 
Butler asserted that during the 
Little Roek crisis last fall, 
when the President had to send 
federal troops to permit nine 
Negro children to enter pre- 
viously all-white Central High, 
neither the Justice Depart- 
ment nor the N.A.A.C.P. sought 
injunctions against those seek- 
ing to prevent the children 
from entering. 

“And now we have the Pres- 
ident of the United States | 
saying the process should go 

- slower,” Butler said. “That is | 
exactly the position the Little 
Rock School Board is taking.” 


Questioned by Frankfurter. 


Butler’s advocacy of waiting 
for the formulation of a na- 
tional policy was questioned 
closely by Justice Felix Frank- 
furter. Frankfurter maintained 
there was a national policy es- 
tablished by the courts. 


“In answer to that,” said 
Butler, “I simply say that it 
was certainly not anticipated 
at the time the School Board 
integration plan was formulat- 
ed that the Governor of Arkan- 
sas would call out (National 
Guard) troops to keep integra- 
tion from taking place.” 


“That has nothing to do with 
the uncertainty of the law,” 
said Frankfurter. 


“The School Board:is sim- 
ply faced with realities,” re- 
sponded Butler. 


Chief Justice Warren inter- 
jected: “Mr. Butler, as you were 
relating the reasons why the 
School Board continued this 
for two and a half years, the 
question crossed my mind, sup- 
pose every other school district 
in the South would do the same 
thing, say, ‘We will carry on 
segregation for a number of 
years until the law is clari- 
fied,’ how would it ever be 
clarified?” 


The only answer to Ahat, 
Butler replied, is that many 
school districts in the South 
do not have the same problem 
as that in Little Rock.

Instead of paying par, or) 
100, for mortgages purchased | 
under the Government's spe- 
cia] housing program, FNMA 
will pay less than par, the dis- 
count being designed to turn) 
builders more to private fi- 
nancing. 

In June FNMA earmarked | 
$6,708,000 for purchase of | 
mortgages on the first two 
sections of the Plaza project, | 
six 13-story buildings contain- | 
ing 1090 apartments to be | 
erceted by the Urban Rede- | 
velopment Corp. of St. Louis. | 

The agency will carry out its | 
commitment and pay the full | 
pdice on those mortgages, Loan | 
Manager Allan C. Tyler stated, 
but it probably will discount | 
the purchase price on mort- 
gages aggregating about $6,- 
800,000 on the third and fourth 
sections. 

‘Someone’ to Pay. 

He said this would necessi- 
tate additional finaneing for 
Sections 3 and 4, adding that 
he was unable at this time to 
estimate how much money 
would be needed to bridge the 
discount gap. Either the Urban 
Redevelopment Corp. or| 
“someone else” will have to 
absorb the difference if FNMA | 
dos not pay par for the mort- 
gages on the later sections, he 
explained. 

Because loans for Sections 1 
and 2 of the Plaza project al- | 
ready have been earmarked at | 
an interest rate of 4% per | 
cent, Tyler continued, “the par 
rate will hold on these two | 
mortgages.” A letter to this 
effect was sent yesterday to) 
FNMA’s regional office in Dal- 
las, Tex. 

The Urban Redevelopment | 
Corp. has not yet requested | 
an FNMA commitment on the | 
second two sections, the loan 
manager continued, adding: “I | 
assume, however, that they | 
will want the same 4% per 
cent interest rate (on these 
two sections), since they asked | 
for that on the first two.’ 

In view of the new price 
schedule announced yesterday, 
Tyler said, “If they came in 
today and asked for a com- 
mitment at the 4% per cent 
rate, it would be negotiated at 
a purchase price less than par.” 

Amount Not Specified. 

Just how much the discount 
would be is hard to say be- 
cause the new price schedule | 
did not specify a purchase | 
rate for mortgages bearing 4% | 
per cent. Tyler explained that 
5 per cent is the maximum in- 
terest rate accepted by the 
Federal Housing Administra- 
tion on multi-family housing 
projects built under Section 
220 of the Housing Act, but the 
Plaza project is being financed | 
under this section of the law at 
4% per cent. 

The new price schedule for 
multi-family housing projects 
being financed at 5 per cent is 
9912 per cent; this means that 
FNMA will buy such mortgages 
at 9942 per cent of the full 
price. The new purchase price 
on 4% per cent mortgages will 
be 99 per cent. 

Since a new rate was not set 
for 4% per cent mortgages, 
FNMA will have to negotiate 
the price it will pay for the 
third and fourth Plaza mort- 
gages, assuming they carry 4% 
per cent interest, Tyler de- 
clared 

Section 1 of the Plaza proj- 
ect will be a building of 208 
apartments to be erected on 
the west side of Fifteenth 
street between Pine and Chest- 
nut. The Federal Hcusing Ad- 
ministration has agreed to in- 
sure 2 ioan of $2,505,600 for 
eonstruction of this building 

Secton 2. for which $2,493.- 
200 mortgage insurance has 

been requested, will be two 
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buildings containing a total of 
311 units. 


Plans Under Study. DOWNTOWN ONLY

insurance, however, FHA must | 
approve the detailed plans. 
/These have been under study 


The Urban Redevelopment | 
Corp. has arranged to borrow 
construction funds through 
short-term loans from a group 
of four St. Louis banks. After 
FHA approves the detailed 
plans and issues the mortgage 
insurance, the redevelopment 
group will apply to FNMA for 
a long-term mortgage loan. 
When this goes through, con- 
struction will begin. 

Meanwhile, the corporation 
has taken possession of the 
cleared housing site of 6.59 
acres under a lease arrange- 
ment and has purchased 
ground for the first building, 
paying the city’s Land Clear- 
ance for Redevelopment Au- 
thority $101,003. .

July Construction 
Figures Up 24 Percent 


NEW YORK — Construction 
eontracts in the United States 
in July totaled more than $3.6 
billion, a gain of 24 per cent 
over the same month of 1957, 
according to F. W. Dodge 
Corporation. 

The construction news and 
marketing firm reported that 
the past three months have 
been the highest in history, 
with June ranking first, July 
second, and May third. 


According to Dodge vice 
president and economist Dr. 
George Cline Smith, the July 
figures have several significant 
features. 

“For the first time this year,” 
be said, “all three of the 
major branches of construction 
gained over the corresponding 
montad of last year, and all the 
gains were substantial. The 
tremendous July total also help- 
ed overcome the weakness 
which was apparent at the be- 
ginning of the year, so, that for 
the first time in July, the year- 
to-date figure is ahead of the 
same period of 1957 by 3 per 
cent. 

“Despite the recession earlier 
in the year,” Dr. Smith said, 
“contracts now seem to be well 
on their way toward a new 
record in 1958. The recovery 
continues to have a very broad 
base, with virtually everything 
except business spending for 


commercial and factory build- 
ings going upward. 

“Among the most buoyant 
forces in July contracts were 
schools, up 20 per cent above 
July, 1957; streets and high- 
ways, up 67 per cent; residen- 
tial buildings, up 21 per cent; 
public utilities, up 35 per cent; 
public buildings, up 48 per 
cent; social and recreational 
buildings, up 34 per cent; reli- 
gious buildings, up 22 per cent; 
and hospitals, up 8 per cent, 

“Increases in apartment 
building contracts, up 44 per 
cent, continue to lead the resi- 
dential upturn, but contracts 
for one- and two-family houses 
also rose in July by a substan- 
tial 18 per cent. The July con- 
tracts covered 121,023 dwelling 
units, a gain of 26 per cent 
over July 1957, bringing the 
seven-month total to 635,798, 
or 7 per cent ahead of the same 
period last year.” 


According to the tabulations, 


which are based on ‘Dodge Re- 


ports and supplemental sources, 
contracts for non-residential 
buildings in July totaled $1,- 
076,034,000, a gain of 12 per 
cent over July 1957. 

Residential contracts amount- 
ed to $1,557,443,000, up 21 per 
cent from July of last year. 

Heavy engineering contracts, 
at $973,579,000, were up 49 per 
cent from last July.

Proper Land Use 


The problem of what to do 
with the large sites being as- 
sembled and cleared for urban 
renewal projects around the 
nation is one of mounting con- 
cern, according to James E. 
McCormack, Washington, D.C., 
director of the land branch, 
Urban Renewal Administration. 
McCormack writes in the cur- 
rent issue of Urban Land, a 
publication of the Urban Land 
Institute of Washington, D.C., 
an independent research organ- 
ization specializing in urban 
planning and development. 

McCormack directs his ar- 
ticle toward real estate ap- 
praisers and says theirs is the 
vital job of determining the 
proper value of these sites and 
their best possible future use 
as well as providing a frame- 
work for the work of the plan- 
ners, market analysts, and 
architects. 

“The ultimate achievement 
of the planning objectives for 
urban renewal projects,” he 
writes, “depends entirely on 
the ability of the cleared land 
to command the interest of po- 
tential redevelopers. No mat- 
ter how desirable a. proposed 
new use may seem from an 
esthetic or social viewpoint, it 
will never be realized if it does 
not meet the test of being a 
sound business proposition for 
a redeveloper. Good planning 
pays off in enhanced marketa- 
bility and higher land values—

“Notwithstanding the gener- 
al recognition by appraisers of 
the value-creating effect of en- 
lightened planning, there 
seems to be a tendency on the 
part of some to place too much 
emphasis on the value of high 
intensity of use and too little 
on the amenities and durabil- 
ity of values created by good 
planning. This is a kind of 
biased thinking that appraisers 
must guard against,” he cau- 
tions. 

“On the other hand, plan- 
ners and architects also need 
to be vigilant against a dif- 
ferent, but equally insidious 
bias—that of concentrating on 
esthetic objectives without giv- 
ing sufficient regard to the 
immensely practical problems 
of finding redevelopers and 
getting an adequate recovery 
from the sale of the land,” 
McCormack writes. 

Cities, the ULI article warns, 
must be sure that their rede- 
velopment plans are based on 
sound economies, especially in 
light of the vast sums of 
money involved.- It is not 
enough, for example, to just 
zone some land for industry 
and expect companies to flock 
in.

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The Bureau's disclosure that Mis- 
souri ranks sixth from bottom in the size of 
state tax collections per capita explains, in a 
nutshell, this state’s revenue status. Mis- 
souri is not collecting fully enough on the 
taxes it already levies, and it is probably 
going to have to tap some new revenue 
sources. Missourians are amply able to pay 
more taxes than they pay at present. 

In this need for increased income Missouri 
is not by itself, but rather in line with a 
general trend. Increased taxes have been 
called for in 10 of the 16 states in which 
budgets have been submitted this year. The 
question is not whether more money is 
needed, but how the additional needed money 
can most equitably be raised. 

There can hardly be any serious question 
that the place to start is in tightening up col- 
lections. The taxpayer should not be asked 
to do more until the tax-dodger has been col- 
lared and made to do his share. The state 
income tax is a principal field for tax eva- 
sion. There are some 60,000 tax-dodgers of 
this levy in Missouri, according to the esti- 
mate of the Director of Revenue, Milton 
Carpenter. 

. * . 

These tax-dodgers are costing the state 
$6,000,000 to $8,000,000 a year, Mr. Carpen- 
ter estimates. This is a sizeable part of the 
cost of state government which good citizens 
are asked to shoulder over and above their 
own load, because there are some who will 
not carry their part of the load unless they 
are compelled to do so. 

The only way to catch all these tax-dodgers 
in one net is to establish a withholding plan. 
Missouri ought to have a payroll deduction 
system for paying state income tax anyhow, 
regardless of the tax-dodgers. 

It is the modern method, efficient and rela- 
tively painless. Everyone is accustomed to 
it. It is the way social security taxes are 
paid, the way many persons save for Christ- 
mas or buy Government bonds, the way many 
members of labor unions pay their dues. It 
is also the way the residents of 11 states pay 
their state income taxes and the way many 
St. Louisans pay their city income tax.

Trying to collect our state income tax with- 
out withholding is going against human na- 
ture, bucking the trend, making the fallacious 
assumption that most people would rather be 
hit with a big bill payable at once than pay 
in easy installments as they go along. 

Every state that has tried it has found 
withholding reduces evasion, increases reve- 
nues, simplifies collection, makes taxpaying 
easier, and does not overly burden the em- 
ployers who have to do the bookkeeping. 

Withholding in Missouri waits on a show 
of leadership from Gov. Blair, and what is 
Gov. Blair waiting on? 

He has said he will not oppose a withhold- 
ing scheme. 

At the same time he does not espouse it. 

More than negative leadership will be re- 
quired. Positive leadership will be demanded. 
Leadership is the Governor’s job. 

Is he going to supply fiscal leadership, 
starting with the withholding tax, when the 
legislature comes back to Jefferson City in 
January? 


The Jupiter Forges Ahead

It is even more unfortunate that Thor has 
received special consideration which has en- 
abled it to keep on in the race to decide 
which is the best IRBM. 


A Business Agent’s Business 


Harry Karsh, assistant to Harold J. Gib- 
bons, St. Louis Teamster boss, invoked the 
Fifth Amendment before the McClellan com- 
mittee. He had a legal right to do this, but 
most union officials feel obliged to give their 
members the kind of information which the 
business agent of Carnival Workers’ Local 
447 refused to give on grounds of self- 
incrimination. 

One witness said that after Karsh became 
agent for the carnival men, he met them at 
a meeting and they asked, “Who are you?” 
Other witnesses accused him of demanding 
so-called “front-door” contracts with employ- 
ers without having organized their employes 
or even having gained their good will.

And 
the military-colonial clique which brought 
him to power wants none of his “sweet rea- 
sonableness.” The tough “colonels” already 
are saying: “After Naguib came Nasser.” 

Yet it does seem that the French people 
will vote for De Gaulle’s constitution. After 
all, what are the alternatives? But it ap- 
pears all the more certain that even with 
the constitution accepted, De Gaulle still will 
be confronted with the problem of Africa. 
And that is the wound which must be healed 
if France is to regain political health. 


Two Weeks to Go 


The Supreme Court’s move in postponing a 
ruling on the Little Rock case is a matter 
of judicial fairness and not of inaction. 

Chief Justice Warren, speaking for the en- 
tire court in emergency session, ordered oral 
arguments on Sept. 11 to give the Little Rock 
school board time to prepare its case. How- 
ever, the written appeal must be presented 
on Sept. 8, and legal briefs filed Sept. 10, 
while the doors of Central High School are 
not expected to open until Sept. 15, four days 
after the oral arguments. The court can 
rule before those doors open. 

Meanwhile the Justice Department has fi- 
nally entered the case with a brief, filed at 
the court’s request, which is sound enough to 
make up for some of the department’s re- 
luctance to intercede. The brief mentions 
the earlier District Court order to postpone 
integration and says: 

Inherent in that ruling is the idea that the 
constitutional rights of some citizens may be 
suspended or ignored because of the antag- 
onistic acts of others. If constitutional rights 
could be so easily negated, they would 
amount to little. 

It ought to be elementary to all Americans, 
including Southern segregationists, that they 
cannot claim fundamental rights for them- 
selves which they would deny to other citizens. 


New Yorkers Make Their Choices 


Three states—New York, California and 
Pennsylvania — which together contain ap- 
proximately one fourth of the population of 
the United States will be the big political 
battlegrounds for the rapidly approaching 
November election. Each will elect, in addi- 
tion to its large delegation to the House in 
Washington, a Governor and a Senator. The 
outcome in each will have its bearing on 1960. 

Ih California and Pennsylvania the lists 
have been drawn for some time and the 
nominees are already campaigning. In New 
York the nominations have just been worked 
out in party conventions. 

The renomination of Gov. Harriman by the 
Democrats was as certain as bitin’ flies be- 
fore a rain, as they say down in the Ozarks. 
But to win the Republican nomination for 
Governor, Nelson A. Rockefeller had to beat 
out a field which included so determined a 
candidate as President Eisenhower’s former 
chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee and longtime Congressman, Leonard 
Hall. Messrs. Harriman and Rockefeller are 
men of great wealth with records of public 
service, both having served by appointment 
in the Truman Administration and at other 
times. 

At this distance it appears that the Re- 
publicans have done better than the Demo- 
crats in the nominations for the Senate seat 
being vacated by Irving M. Ives after two 
terms. The Republican nominee is six-term 
Congressman Kenneth B. Keating of the 
Rochester area who was reluctant to give up 
his sure seat and ranking position on the 
House Judiciary Committee. But he was per- 
suaded after a “fine candidate” call relayed 
from the White House. He’ now takes his 
constructive and generally progressive rec- 
ord into the hard fight ahead. 

The Democrats, on the other hand, after 
passing over James A. Farley, Thomas K. 
Finletter and former AEC Commissioner 
Thomas E. Murray, nominated a relative un-

OF HERALD TRIBUNE 


But Reid Family Retains an 
Interest in New York 
Paper. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29 (UPT) 
—John Hay Whitney, United 
States Ambassador to Great 
Britain, has acquired control 
of the 117-year-old New York 
Herald Tribune and its Euro- 
pean edition published in 
Paris. 

Ogden R. Reid, president 
and editor, said last night the 
Reid family, which has been 
identified with the paper for 
85 years, would retain “a sub- 
stantial interest.” He said he 
would continue, at Whitney's 


request, as chief executive of- 
ficer during the “transition” 
period. 


Whitney will remain in Lon- 
don as ambassador until Janu- 
ary 1961. 

Other officers of the news- 
paper also will continue in 
their present posts, Reid said. 
However, the board of direc- 
tors was reorganized. Whitney 
will hold no title on the news- 
paper. 

Reid said there would be no 
staff changes and _ indicated 
there may be some expansion. 
He said the newspaper cur- 


rently employs about 1900 per- | 


sons in New York, including 
400 editorial personnel, and 
400 in Paris, including 50 edi- 
torial workers. 

Reid 


said the newspaper 
would continue its present 
policy as an “independent Re- 


publican newspaper.” He said 
plans for the future included 
placing the newspaper in a 
“more competitive position” 
and improving and expanding 
its editorial coverage. 

Latest available figures 
showed a circulation of 377,400 
at the end of March, 1958, an 
increase of 2.8 per cent over 
the previous six months. Reid 
said he expected the Septem- 
ber figures to show another 
gain. 

Circulation of the Sunday 
Herald Tribune as of March 
31, 1958, was 567,265, a drop 
of 9223 from September 30, 
1957. The Paris edition of the 
newspaper, which has a circu- 
lation of approximately 50,000 
is at record high in circulation 
and advertising, Reid said. 

Financial details of the 
transaction were not disclosed.

to the city. 

Until today St. Paul base- 
balt promoters had said little 
publicly about the possibility 
of a new financing plan to re-

News of the Minneapolis 


council vote, 11-2, for the bond 
issue that would enlarge Metro- 
politan Stadium from a seat- 
ing capacity of 21,000 to 41,000, 
was sent to Senators’ Presi- 
dent Cal Griffith in Washing- 
ton, where the club’s directors 
met today. The aldermen had 
voted 10-1 for the proposal on 
a preliminary roll call Monday. 

Prior to an unexpected state- 
ment by Griffith yesterday 
Minneapolis officials had as- 
sumed passage of the bond 
plan would trigger an immedi- 
ate move by Washington to get 
American League permission 
to shift the franchise. Griffith 
said Washington directors had 
decided not to vote on a shift 
“at this time.” 

The bond proposal, which 
must be authorized by the 
city’s board of estimates and 
taxation to become legal, would 
take effect only if a Major Lea- 
gue Club signs a contract to 
come to Minneapolis. Under 
the plan the city would guar- 
ahtee $5,750,000 in “senior” 
bonds, most of which would be 
used to expand the three-year 
old stadium in suburban Bloom- 
ington. 

Another $3,250,000 in rev- 
enue bonds would not be 
backed by the city. These 
bonds would be used in ex- 
change for those held by orig- 
inal investors in the stadium. 

Offer Sent to Harridge. 

The St. Paul offer was serit 
today to Will Harridge, presi- 
dent of the American League. 
Baseball boosters in St. Paul 
said they have at least two 
clubs in mind. 

St. Paul’s baseball committee 
representatives were reported 
to have scheduled a weekend 
meeting with I. A. O’shaugh- 
nessy, St. Paul industrialist 
who owns sizable stock in the 
Cleveland Indians. 

Spokesmen said expansion of 
Midway stadium in St. Paul 
would cost roughly $3,000,000 
to $4,000,000. The bonds would 
be repaid by revenue from the 
stadium operation.

But following adoption of

By leaving the status of 
Quemoy and Matsu open, it 
has been charged, the Com- 
munists were encouraged to 
believe that they could attack 
without involving the United 
States. This criticism has in- 
creased in volume since the 
Reds recently stepped up their 
bombardment of the Quemoy 
islands. 


Two years after the Formosa 
resolution, Dulles came to the 
President with another sweep- 


ing proposal. This time it was 
for the declaration that became 
known as the “Eisenhower Doc- 
trine” for the Middle East. As 
passed by Congress it provided 
that “if the President deter- 
mines the necessity” the United 
States will use armed forces to 
assist any nation requesting aid 
against attack from a Commu- 
nist-dominated country. 

On this occasion, too, Mr. 
Eisenhower was reluctant but 
he was finally persuaded by his 
Secretary of State. 

As events in the Middle East 
have proved, the threat there 
is not direct Communist ag- 
gression. Now in the Far East, 
thanks to a compromise he in- 
sisted on, the President must 
determine whether an armed 
attack justifies the use of 
American planes and warships.

THE TIME 1S NOW, the place is a wealthy planta- 
tion down in Mississippi, and the people are a family 
with names like Big Daddy, Big Mamma, Sister Woman, 
Maggie the Cat, Gooper and Brick. The name of it is 

“CAT ON A HOT TIN ROOF” and the 
author is, of course, Tennessee Williams. 
It's showing now at LOEW’S STATE. 
Cat, as we shall call it for short, 
is not so much a story as an unfolding, 
and most of the unfolding (maybe un- 
raveling would be a better word) takes 
place in one single day, a hot summer 
say down there on the plantation, a day during which a 
lot of things which have been simmering for a long 
time suddenly boil over. 

Big Daddy, as he is called, is the head of the family, 
a patriarch in the old sense of the word, a man who, 
though known by such a sticky name, is neither deeply 
loved nor capable of loving anyone very much. But Big 
Daddy is very rich. The plantation home, as plantation 
homes always are in the movies, is considerably bigger 
than life-size, and there are 28,000 acres of land. 


Gooper is the older son, a well-meaning and not 
particularly vicious man. His wife is Sister Woman, a 
vindictive, calculating woman who wants the plantation 
and wants it bad. 


Brick is the other son, a handsome devil who was an 
All-American football player and never got over it. His 
wife would like to have the plantation, too, but she has a 
sense of honor and decent behavior which won't allow 
her to stoop to the tactics of her sister-in-law. 


The story opens on an auspicious day. It is Big 
Daddy’s birthday, and also the day he arrives home from 
the clinic where they have been making cancer tests. He 
thinks he is all right, but one by one the members of 
the family learn the truth. And in the face of this truth 
a lot of other unpleasant truths begin to come into the 
open. 

Brick has become an alcoholic and has refused to be 
a husband to his wife because of something dark and un- 
revealed which took place in the past. 


There is nothing subtle about Big Daddy, and his 
birthday turns from a celebration into a combination truth 
meeting and family fight. But a lot of things are cleared 
up and when it’s all over the air about the plantation 
home is considerably cleaner. But Big Daddy is still 
going to die. 

The picture, during its nearly two hours of almost 
unrelieved somberness, strays down some rather familiar 
paths which at times begin to seem like intellectual soap 
opera. Not exactly unfamiliar is the former football hero 
' who, at the age of 30, still hears the cheers ringing in 
his ears; and the same could be said of the rich man 
who thinks that because he has always bought his family 
everything their hearts desired, he has proved his love. 
But for the most part this exploration of the twisted souls 
and lives of a family maintains a level of genuine drama. 

No small part of the credit for this is due the actors. 
Burl Ives, known to most people as a hummer of folk 
tunes, is no less than magnificent as Big Daddy; Judith 
Anderson is perfectly cast as his wife, a woman beneath 
whose flighty exterior one glimpses genuine tragedy. 
Paul Newman and Elizabeth Taylor do good jobs in the 
roles of Brick, the boy who never grew up, and Maggie 
the Cat, the nearest approach to a well-balanced female 
in the cast. Madeline Sherwood stands out as Sister Wom- 
an, ostensibly a sweet little southern wife and mother 
but, when the chips are down, a regular hell-cat. The 
surprise performance of the picture is that of Jack 
Carson, who proves he is more than just another comedian 
with his portrayal of the steady, dull and somehow 
pathetic Gooper. 


Military Confusion in Technicolor 


NO EXPENSE HAS been spared, as the press books 
say, in filming “The Naked and Dead,” which is now show- 
ing at the FOX. It is vast, it is colorful and at times a 
little overwhelming. One almost gets the impression that 

the whole United States Army was 
pressed into service by Warner Brothers 
as wave after wave of assault boats hit 
the Technicolor beaches and start shoot- 
ing up Japs almost immediately. The 
chief thing that is missing is motivation 
for all the things all the people do. 
Very early in the picture we are 
introduced to Aldo Ray as a sadistic sergeant who, when 
he kills Japs, pulls their gold teeth with a pair of pliers he 
carries for the purpose. He crushes little crippled birds 
in his hand. Never does one get the impression that he is 
really a sadistic character or that he is power mad. Yet 
he is made to behave like a man who is. He is finally 
killed after he has led his men through hell and tropical 
water to get to the top of a mountain, and although the 
completion of the mission does result in a successful 
assault against the Japs, that wasn’t why he was deter- 
mined to complete it. So we find the guy doing the right 
things for the wrong reasons and the audience is likely 
to be just as confused about him as are his men, and 
they’re plenty confused. 

Then there is the relationship between the brigadier 
general, played by Raymond Massey, and his aide, Cliff 
Robertson, which, in Norman Mailer’s book was a search- 
ing, subtle and very disturbing relationship. which involved 
‘more than just a difference of opinion regarding the 
philosophy of war. But here we find it no deeper than 
a disagreement over whether or not you have to make 
men hate and fear you to make them fight. 

There are a lot of types in the picture, all modeled 
more or less after the characters in Mailer’s book, but 
all two-dimensional and quite familiar to students of war 
movies. The religious boy; the Southern boy, the Jewish 
boy, the tough tobacco-chewing boy, all present and 
accounted for. 

The screen writers have tried valiantly to tie Mailer’s 
book into a neat package and stamp it with a moral, and 
perhaps that’s the seat of the trouble,

THE OTHER DAY I had a 
drink with a gentleman who 
turned out to be, as nearly as 
can be ascertained after some 
rather strenuous research, the 
only black-mustachioed Yale 
man who ever made five sub 
marine dives without getting 
inside a submarine. 

It is precisely incidents like 
this which can make or break 
a day. 

So I asked, “Sir, how did 
you accomplish that feat?”

“My switch from psychology 
to photography is rather diffi- 
cult to explain,” said Tom Con- 
roy. “I just became so intense- 
ly interested in this particular 
photographic medium that it 
became my career.” 

His medium is not confined 
to hanging onto submarines. 

He also rides trains 
down Indian mountains and 
fire engines through Philadel- 
phia and bobsleds in Germany, 
and associated endeavors.

Why Nails | 
May Split 
The Wood 


By Hubbard Cobb 


ONE of the minor annoy- 
ances in life is driving a nail 
into a piece of wood and hav- 
ing the wood split as the nail 
goes down. This is often 
caused by using a nail that is 
too big, trying to put the nails 
too close to the edge of the 
board, or using too many nails 
in a small area but it often 
happens when you use the 


right size nail in the right spot 
especially in very hardwood or 
in wood that has a tendency 
to split easily. 


A nail with a sharp point is 
much more apt to split wood 
than a nail with a blunt tip. 
This comes about because a 
blunt tip will break the wood 
fibers as it goes down while a 
sharp point just displaces 
them and it’s this displacement 
of the fibers that causes the 
splitting. You can thus avoid 
a lot of splitting by using 
blunt nails such as flooring 
nails or blunting the tips of 
common nails before driving 
them down. 

Another way to avoid split- 
ting is to drill a hole for the 
nail just as you would for a 
wood screw. The hole should 
be just a bit smaller in diam- 
eter than the diameter of the 
nail you are using. With fin- 
ishing nails or small brads you 
can put the nail right into the 
chuck of a drill and drill, the 
nail right into the wood. This 
just about eliminates ail 
chance of splitting. 


Because of the possibility of 
splitting and also because they 
don't have as much holding 
power as screws, nails should 
never be used when making 
repairs on hardwood furniture. 
Always use wood screws on 
these jobs.
